just issued by state superintendent 
of 


schools Edward Hyatt on the school census 
recently taken 


throughout the state, the surprising announcement 
is made 


that tho Mongolian 
children of school age, including Jap- 


anese, 
have increased 30 per cent during the past twelve 


months. 
Tho increase of census 
children of all classes for 


the entire state has been slighly under 30 per cent during 
tho past nine years. 
That is to say, tho Mongolian chil- 


dren have increasdd in one year in about tho 
sanio ratio 


as tho entire juvenile population ofCalifornia has increased 
innine years. 
Thero is only one explanation 
of this re 


markablo showing, namely, that notwithstanding tho alleged 
efforts of tho Japanese 
to discourage emigration to America, 


tho littlobrown men 
and 
womon have been flocking into 


California in great numbers. 
It is not resonablo 
to sup- 


pose thai there 
has 
been 
any. material 
increase 
in tho 


Chinese element. 
Statements 
have boon repeatedly 
made 


that tho Japs 
havo boon and still are crowding into Cali- 


fornia in undiminished 
numbers. 
This 
school 
census 


strongly indicates tho truth of theso assertions. 
Tho na- 


tional government 
mnst evontually deal with the* Japanese 


in tho same way as tho Chinese 
question was settlod years 


ago—by tho enactment 
of a strict exclusion law. 
And it 


cannojt come 
too booh if tho welfaro of tho Pacific coast 


is tho paramount 
consideration. 


Our recently organized 
chamber of commerce seems to 


be moving along rather slowly. 
The directors realize that 


more funds rauist be placed at their disposal,' before any 
substantial results can be 
accomplished. 
Organizations of 


this character, formed for the express purpose of advancing 
the interests 
of the whole county, cannot be conducted 


successfully 
without .considerable money. 
Some 
counties 


—of course, witha much larger population than Amador — 


contemplate spending from $20,000 to $50,000 per year for 
the next four or five years for advertising 
purposes. 
And 


itis considered money well invested 
at that. 
While itis 


impossible to do anything 
on a dazzling scale with the 


meager funds at the command of the Amador chamber of 
commerce, stillthere is no grounds for discouragement 
on 


that score. 
No one, even 
among those who actively par- 


ticipated 
in launching 
the 
organization, 
was 
sanguine 


enough to think that it would impart a stimulus to the 
county from the start. Indeed, the general impression was 
that the beneficial results 
would be slow in maturing. 


Even ifitshould be found that there is not that interest 
taken in the movement throughout 
the county that it is 


rightfully entitled to, while it would be a subject for deep 
regret, itcertainly 
should not cause 
any wavering in the 


good work. 
There is only room 
for one 
organization of 


this kind in. the county. 
Jackson, 
as the business and 


populous 
center, is the proper 
place for the location of 


the headquarters. 
Any other arrangement 
under tho cir- 


cumstances 
would be grotesque 
and unseemly. 
The mov- 


ing spirit is to help the entire counVy; 
By.concerted effort 


itwillcertainly do this in the course oftime. 
Selfishness, 


itis true, is the mainspring of all human activities. 
This 


is as applicable 
to the chamber 
of commerce 
as to other 


affairs. 
Those identified withitmust be convinced that it 


is totheir interest, either directly or indirectly, tokeep itup. 
Ifthe necessary 
proof in this direction is not fortcoming, 


it is" inevitable that the organization 
willbe speedily dis- 


counted in public estimation— in Jackson itself as 
wellas 


on the. outside. 
Let the business man be 
shown that the 


chamber of commerce 
an actual monetary saving to 


him of several times the amount 
of his dues 
every year 


and he willbecome not only a supporter but an earnest 
worker in the cause. 
The ways in which this can be done 


willreadily suggest 
themselves. 
There is the subscription 


,nuisance, 
and the program 
advertising 
schemes 
that bob 


up perennially 
to annoy 
the 
tradesman. 
Such methods 


thrive in communities 
where there is no organization 
to 


regulate 
them. 
The evil is realized, but 
as individuals 


they are loath to assume a firm stand inopposition. 
Then 


there is the credit business 
that might be handled with 


profit. 


Now itis up to the board of trade to take up such propo- 


sitions. 
And it requires no plethoric treasury to start the 


reform.

Electrical Discharges F ro m Plants. 
T h e 
atmosphere 
surrounding 
our 
earth Is known to be electrified, and its 
ch arges are bound to p lay an impor­ 
ta n t part in many phenom ena. 
Atmos­ 
pheric electrification thus Is responsi­ 
ble for the formation of rain and hall, 
and, w hile fine w eather generally is 
characterized by the presence of posi­ 
tiv e electricity, a change In the w eath­ 
er 
is 
generally 
accom panied 
by 
a 
ch an ge in the sign of atm ospheric elec­ 
tricity. 
That the electrification of the 
air does exert some influence on plant 
grow th is inferred from th e fact that 
electrified plants, under th e influence 
of sunshine, can give off electricity 
from the leaves, and as th e air is nat­ 
u rally electrified relatively to the soli 
all p lan ts arc bound to be in a constant 
sta te o f slow electrical discharge which 
is m ade active on the risin g o f the siin.
